london. Dec. 22.—It is believed that 
President R oosevelt’* answer to the 
proposal made by the allied powers 
thai ho arbitrate the Venezuelan is­ 
sues has been received in 
London. 
The strictest secrecy with regard to 
ev* ry phase of the negotiations is pre­ 
served, however, and it is im possible 
to make a definite statem ent, but such 
indications as are obtainable point to ; 
President R oosevelt’s acceptance of 
the office of arbitrator. 
A constant 
interchange of cable­ 
grams is pr reeding night and day 
between the l*nit“d States em bassy 
here and the 
state department at 
W ashington. 
It ^ b e lie v e d that the 
president’s answ er will be submitted 
formally to the foreign office today. ’ 
By W ednesday, unless some unexpect-: 
ed com phi at ions arise, it Is believed j 
the negotiations will reach a stage as­ 
suring a definite arrangement and ob­ 
viating hostilities. 
It must be said that the acceptance 
of the office of arbitrator by President 
Roosevelt would greatly surprise the 
foreign offi,'<i. which always has been 
doubtful of the issue of the arbitration 
negotiations on account of the belief 
that Preside*! R oosevelt, or the United 
States, was not willing to undertake 
the responsibility thereby involved. 
Judging from private American ad­ 
vices which 
have been received in 
London, President Roosevelt, as arb!- j 
trator, would he favorably disposed 
toward 
the 
temporary 
adoption 
of 
some such method as was arranged 
with the Venezuelan 
secret mission 
and comm unicated to the blate depart­ 
ment by Isaac Seligm an.

dent R oosevelt acting os arbitrator, 
the serious objections in the matter 
of guarantees which frequently have 
been m entioned at the foreign office 
and in these dispatches, would disap- j 
pear.

tMorrCtafal InrcBlloB* That Pre­ 
ceded Hone', Patent In 1846. 
The technical beginning of the sew­ 
ing machine industry In this country 
was Sept. IO, 1840, when Elias Howe, 
Jr., obtained a patent for what grew 
into the llrst really practical sewing 
machine. Only three of the ti cst Howe 
machines were made, however, and 
one of th"se was deposited in the pat­ 
ent office iu Washington as a mddel. 
It was not until after 1850 that a fac­ 
tory for tile making of sewing ma­ 
chines was built, so the enormous bust 
ness of today has grown up In a short 
half century. 
While Howe's invention marked the 
beginning of a successful industry, he 
was by no means tile pioneer in ef­ 
forts to substitute mechanical far hand 
sewing. As far back as 1770 Thomas 
Alsop patented in England a machine 
for embroidering. 
Another machine 
for embroidering in a loom was invent­ 
ed by John Duncan in 1804, and twen- 
ty-tivc years later another Englishman 
named Heilman patented still another 
embroidering machine. 
The first recorded attempt at me­ 
chanical sewing was tho invention of 
Thomas Saint, who took out a patent 
in England in 1790 for a machine which 
executed the old crochet stitch. 
It 
was not a success, but some of the 
features of the Saint machine appear 
in tile perfected machine of today. 
RartUolemy Thiuionnier patented in 
France in 1830 the first sewing ma­ 
chine put to practical use. 
Eighty of 
his machines were in use for sewing 
army clothing in 1841, when a mob de­ 
stroy^ them because convinced the? 
would drive seamstresses out of em 
ployment. 
Thimonnier built new and 
better machine*, but all his work was 
again destroyed by angry artisans in 
1K48. 
John J. Oreenough took out the first 
patent for a sewing machine issued In 
the United States in 1842. It was in­ 
tended to sew leather, but was of no 
practical use. 
Walter Hunt of New York built a 
sewing machine in 1S34. but failed to 
protect it by a patent. 
After Howe’s 
m a c h i n e appeared Hunt declared it 
embodied the ideas of his machine of 
1834. but he was unable to establish 
his claim. 
A small army of inventors appeared 
after Howe’s patent had proved suc­ 
cessful. and their genius was devoted 
to perfecting every part of the ma­ 
chine. How well they have succeeded 
is shown in the 8,500 patents for sew­ 
ing machines and attachments Issued 
by the United States since 1850 and in 
the fact that the American sewing ma­ 
chine leads all others in every country 
in the world.—New York Herald.

“The chances arc that their vocabu­ 
laries are extremely limited, and it 
would probably surprise them to know 
that despite the advantages of birth 
and education they could not command 
more than (WO or 700 words in English 
If their lives depended upon it. Yet 
they are able to carry on intelligent con­ 
versation, and many of them may be­ 
come forcible and even axiomatic in 
their savings, and they plunge into dis­ 
cussions of literature, art, music and 
other subjects of such tine elegance 
and do it rather successfully too. 
“Now, how long ought it to take for 
a man to learn OOO or 700 or even 1,000 
words in any lauguagc? Certainly it 
ought not to take any great length of 
time, and from my own experience I 
know that it does not. Of course I am 
not speaking now of mastering so that 
one can get the full benefit of all the 
refinements of speech in a particular 
tongue. 
“But I have in mind the idea of 
speaking Intelligibly in a given lan­ 
guage and lieing able to understand 
perfectly what is said in return. I have 
a system which I have worked out, aud 
it has been of vast benefit to me and 
has tnabled me to learn a number of 
languages. It occurred to me while I 
was in Mexico a few years ago on Im­ 
portant business. 
“I could not speak a word of Spanish 
and could not understand the language. 
I concluded that I would learn the lan­ 
guage. My plan was simply this: I 
made up my mind that I would not re­ 
tire at the close of any day as long as 
I was there without learning at least 
three words in Spanish, how to pro­ 
nounce them and what they meant. 
That would give me ninety words per 
month, or something over 1,000 in a 
year’s time.”—New Orleans Times- 
Dem derat.
